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Retirees  total  2,805  years  of  missionary  service

RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  —  The 
second-hardest  thing  Mary  Louise 
Clark  ever  did  was  leave  the  United 
Stioes  fOT  the  mission  field. 

The  hardest  thing  she  ever  did 
was  leave  Zimbabwe  three  decades 
later  to  come  home. 

“I  have  only  one  regret  —  that  I 
don’t  have  another  30  years  to 
give,”  Clark  said  during  an  Oct.  10 
service  at  Hatcher  Memorial 
Church  in  Richmond,  .Va.,  honor¬ 
ing  her  and  97  other  retiring  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  missionaries.  “But  I 
have  left  behind  those  who  will  be 
much  more  effective  than  I  have 
ever  been.” 

One  she  left  behind,  Richard, 
was  a  young  boy  when  she  first 
met  him.  He  bec^e  like  a  son  to 
her. 

“I  remember  buying  him  his 
first  pair  of  shoes,”  recalled  the 
missionary  fixMn  Gainesville,  Ga. 
“It  was  as  if  I  had  given  him  a  mil¬ 
lion  dollars.” 

Today,  she  added,  Richard  is 
one  of  tte  most  effective  Bsqitist 
pastors,  evangelists,  and  church 
starters  in  2^babwe. 

Kfimy  heads  nodded  among  the 
retiring  missionaries  who  sat 
behind  her  as  Qaik  ^ke  of  her 
sadness  and  joy  at  bidmng  fareweD 
to  her  ^nritoal  dildien  in  Zimbid>- 
we.  Ea^  could  tell  similar  stories, 
and  several  did. 

Foreign  Mission  Board  Presi¬ 
dent  Jerry  Rankin  paid  tribute  to 
the  98  retirees,  one  of  die  largest 
such  groups  in  memory,  who 
served  a  combined  total  of  2,805 
years  on  mission  fields  in  about  40 
countries. 

As  the  apostle  Paul  said  to  the 
^ihesian  brethren  at  the  end  of  his 


third  missionary  journey,  diey  too 
could  say  they  have  served  in 
“humility...  and  with  many  tears 
and  trials,”  Rankin  told  the  mis¬ 
sionaries.  “In  humility  you  endured 
because  you  depended  on  God  in 
your  inad^acy.” 

The  tears  came  fm  die  lost,  fol- 
lowed;by  tears  of  joy  when  the  lost 
found  Christ  —  and  finaUy  by  tears 
of  parting,  as  when  Paul  told  his 
beloved  Ephesians  “you  shall  see 
my  face  no  more.” 

“That  was  difficult,  wasn’t  it?” 
Rankin  asked  the  missionaries 
about  the  day  they  returned  to  the 
United  States. 

But  Celebration  overtook  the 
^ef  of  sayirig  goodbye  as  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  told  of  the  Christians  they 
left  behind: 

—  Roberta  Hampton  of  Pied¬ 
mont,  CWa.,  spent  most  of  her  29 
years  in  Brazil  promoting  the 
work  of  Brazilian  home  missitmar- 
ies.  She  remembered  the  day  in 
1974  when  she  and  some  Baptist 
co-workers  stofmed  for  gas  tm  the 
Trans-Amazon  Ifighway  and  saw 
a  couple  clearing  land.  Hampton 
and  a  seminary  student  went 
across  the  road,  gave  them  an 
evangelistic  tract,  and  invited 
them  to  come  to  services.  They 
came,  accepted  (Thrist  as  Savior, 
and  became  charter  members  of 
Ebenezer  Bqitist  Chnrdi,  85  miles 
from  their  home. 

The  couple  regularly  walked 
miles  to  a  “preaching  point”  closer 
to  their  home,  putting  ttieir  small 
daldien  in  basl^  on  each  side  of 
a  donkey.  The  fiidier  could  hardly 
read  and  write,  but  they  shared 
dao^  family  wordnp  services.  The 
children’s  favorite  pastime  was 


playing  cburdiL 

Nine  years  later  Hampton 
returned  to  the  area  and  saw  the 
family  again  at  dioich. 

“llieir  lO-year-tM  dau^ter  was 
being  baptized,  and  three  other 
children  already  were  Christians,” 


she  said.  “It  was  bard  taking  pic¬ 
tures  that  day  because  tears  filled 
my  eyes  as  I  recalled  how  diey  bad 
been  so  faithful  throughout  the 
ye^,  duough  hardships  and  temp- 
tations  diey  had  had.

Christ.” 

—  Sam  Waldron  of  Macon.  Ga., 
who  served  28  years  in  the  Pbil^y- 
pines,  remembered  a  tribal  witch 
doctor  who  walkrid  into  town  one 
day  and  heard  singing  coming  bom 
the  little  Baptist  diu^  on  dK  trill.

Clarke  committee  recommends 
property  sale  to  film  company 


The  ^D^ial  committee  charged 
with  recommending  disposal  of 
the  Clarke  College  property  in 
Newton  County  has  proposed  its 
sale  to  an  institute  wMdi  plans  to 
make  family-oriented  films  and 
teach  filmmaking. 

The  recommendation  goes  to 
the  Mississippi  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  Board’s  executive  committee 
and  the  full  board  for  approval 
prior  to  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Convention’s  annual  meeting  Nov. 
1-2  at  First  Church,  Jackson.  Mes¬ 
sengers  to  the  annual  meeting  will 
also  be  asked  to  approve  the  sale. 

The  Deep  South  Family  Film 
Institute  proposes  to  buy  the 
Clarke  property  for  $1  million. 
This  is  conditioned  on  the  buyer 
securing  the  purchase  price  by 
Oct.  21,  to  be  held  in  trust  until 
closing. 

Qarke  College,  a  B^itist  junior 
college,  closed  in  1992  after  being 
operated  by  Mississippi  College 
trustees  for  a  decade.  Trustees 
cited  declining  enrollment,  declin¬ 
ing  finances,  and  loss  of  accredita¬ 
tion  as  reasons  for  the  closure. 

When  the  convention  board 
accepted  the  Clarke  property  back 
from  MC,  the  document  said 
future  use  “should  not  be  inconsis¬ 
tent  with  or  hinder  the  missions, 
goals,  and  concerns  of  the  Missis- 
sipji  Baptist  Convention.”  Com- 
rmttee  members  said  then  they  did 
not  believe  the  statement  preclud¬ 
ed  secular  organizations  from 
being  consider^. 

Restrictive  covenants  will  be 
included  in  the  sale  deeds.  These 
include  promises  by  the  purchaser

to  produce  no  “R”  rated  films  and 
that  alcoholic  beverages  will  not 
be  produced  or  sold  on  the  proper¬ 
ty 

The  institute’s  proposal  notes 
that  “entertainment  must  be 
designed  to  provide  the  level  of 
interest  and  excitement  people 
want,  without  relying  on  violence, 
profanity,  and  sexual  content.”

Institute,  beaded  by  Jim  Shepherd 
of  Ridgeland,  will  include  a  film 
production  ctMnponent.

Other  components  will  be  a 
school  for  producers,  writers,  and 
technical  people  in  high  definition 
television,  and  ^ring  and  fall  film 
festivals. 

Shepherd  said  60-70  families 
will  be  moving  to  Newton  to  staff 
the  facilities  wd  the  institute  will 
bold  up  to  14S  students. 


The  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  Board  has  spent  over 
$140,000  on  upkeep  of  the  proper¬ 
ty,  not  including  legal  fees.  Thai 
money  will  be  reimbursed  from 
proceeds. 

Mississippi  College  is  slated  to 
receive  $242,000  for  earlier 
Clarke- related  expenses,  and  the 
remainder  is  to  “he  equally  divid¬ 
ed  among  existing  Bqjtist  colleges 
through  the  capit^  allocation  bud¬ 
get  item,”  according  to  the  original 
agreement  concerning  the  sale  of 
the  Clarke  property. 

Clarke  Committee  Chairman 
Larry  Otis  of  Tupelo  noted:  “We 
are  pleased  to  culminate  two  years 
of  committee  work  that  has  carried 
us  through  five  or  six  separate  pro¬ 
posals  for  the  use  of  the  property. 
The  committee  feels  that  this  pro¬ 
posal  which  will  renovate  the 
facility  will  be  a  good  use  of  the 
property  and  be  a  benefit  to  the 
City  of  Newton  and  Mississippi.”

(see  sidebar).  Twelve  churches 
responded  by  sending  delegates  to 
meet  at  the  Baptist  Church  build¬ 
ing  in  Hattiesbi^,  Nov.  27,  1894. 
The  churches  were  froth  as  far 
away  as  Meridian  in  one  direcdoo 
and  Nicht^son,  near  the  Louisiana 
line,  in  the  other. 

O.D.  Bowen,  who  served  as 
pastor  of  EUisville,  Eastabucbie, 
and  Sandetsville  churches  at  that 
time,  was  elected  as  moderator 
and  served  as  such  for  the  next  1 1 
years. 

Most  associations  in  Mississip¬ 
pi  were  named  for  rivers  and 
streams  at  that  time.  Bowen 
appointed  a  committee  to  come  up 
with  a  name  for  the  new  body,  and 
“Lebanon  Baptist  Association” 
was  adopted,  named  for  the  bibli¬ 
cal  land  of  Lebanon. 

Baptist  Record  Editor  J.A. 
Hackett  brought  the  annual  ser¬ 
mon  at  the  association’s  meeting 
in  1894.  A.V.  Rowe,  correspond¬ 
ing  secretary  for  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention,  gave  the  mis¬ 
sion  report. 

One  hundred  years  have  passed 


with  103  churches  having  been  a 
part  of  the  Lebanon  Association.

FMB  votes  missionary  raise, 
hears  plea  for  unified  giving 


RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  —  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  trustees  voted 
Oct.  12  for  the  first  across-the- 
board  pay  raise  for  missionaries 
since  1991  and  heard  the  denomi¬ 
nation’s  president  challenge 
Southern  Baptists  not  to  splinter 
their  giving  to  the  Cooperative 
Program. 

Trustees  also  unanimously 
elected  David  T.  Button  of  Can¬ 
ton,  N.Y.,  as  vice  president  for 
public  relations  and  development 
and  applauded  the  naming  of 
Louis  A.  Moore  of  Nashville  as 
associate  vice  president  for  com¬ 
munications  anid  director  of  news 
and  information. 

In  other  action  during  their  Oct? 
10-12  meeting,  trustees: 

—  appointed  39  people  to  mis¬ 
sionary  service. 

—  projected  long-range  admin¬ 
istrative  changes  for  Eur^. 

—  authorized  a  study  of  the 
board’s  policy  prohibiting  biting 
of  mme  than  one  person  from  die 
same  family  on  the  FMB  staff. 

—  revised  its  policy  for  han¬ 
dling  missionary  terminations  or 
resignations  related  to  lifestyle  and 
performance  issues. 

The  missionary  pay  raise  came 
as  trustees  improved  a  1995  bud¬ 
get  of  $186.2  milhon,  including  a 
previously  unallocated  $1.5  mil¬ 
lion  in  receipts  from  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention’s  Cooperative 
Program  unified  budget. 

The  pay  raise,  to  take  effect 
Jan.  1,  will  amount  to  $60  a  month 
for  each  missionary  couple,  $36  a 
month  for  single  missionaries, 
$32.40  for  shorter-term  Interna¬ 
tional  Service  Corps  couples,  and 
$19.80  for  ISC  singes. 

The  $1.5  million  windfall  to  the 
board  may  offset  what  it  would 
have  received  through  the  Cooper¬ 


ative  Baptist  Fellowship.  CBF- 
channeled  gifts  to  the  board 
totaled  more  than  $1.6  million  in 
1993. 

In  a  separate  action,  trustees 
granted  F^^  staff  a  one-time  pay¬ 
ment  of  $600  in  December.  Staff 
salaries  have  fallen  behind  cost-of- 
living  increases  over  the  past 
decade.  The  payment  will  come 
largely  from  funds  in  the  FMB 
staff  payroll  account  diat  have  not

been  spent,  mainly  because  of 
rethements  aixl  downsizing.  Trus¬ 
tees  appointed  a  committee  to 
study  staff  compensation. 

Southern  Baptist  Convention 
President  Jim  Henry  of  Orlando, 
Fla.,  addressed  trustees  in  a  meet¬ 
ing  abuzz  with  discussion  over  the 
financial  future  of  missions.  He 
issued  a  stirring  appeal  for  South¬ 
ern  Bq)tists  not  to  tamper  with  the 
Co<^)erative  Program. 

Hetuy  urged  those  in  Southern 
Bi^tist  institutions  and  state  con¬ 
ventions  who  would  fragment  and 
“overreact  to  what’s  gone  on’’  in 
the  SBC  theological  and  pohtical 
controversy  to  “stay  the  course’’ 
and  help  focus  Southern  Baptist 
resources  on  the  task  of  reacmng 
the  world  for  Jesus  Christ. 

Addressing  both  SBC  moder¬ 
ates  and  conservatives,  he  also 
urged  Southern  Bsqrtists  to  “think 
prayerfully  and  carefully’’  before 


they  splinter  away  from  coopera¬ 
tive  efforts  to  support  missions, 
forming  instead  their  own  fac¬ 
tions. 

“These  splinter  groups  (on) 
both  sides  of  the  mainstream...  I 
hope  will  realize  we  are  the 
strongest  by  staying  together,” 
Henry  said.  “I  urge  (them)  to  be 
careful  about  leaving  the  main 
body.  Our  people  in  leadership 
need  to  sta^  up  and  show  what 
leadership  is  all  about...  and  say, 
‘This  is  nght.  We  give  our  money 
through  the  Cooperative  Pro- 
gram. 

Henry  later  told  Baptist  Press 
he  was  referring  directly  to  frag¬ 
menting  efforts  taking  place 
among  moderates  and  conserva¬ 
tives  in  such  states  as  Virginia, 
North  Carolina,  and  Texas,  and 
through  the  Cooperative  Baptist 
Fellowship. 

In  other  board  action,  trustees 
voted  to  delay  the  process  of  form¬ 
ing  separate  administrations  for 
Eastern  and  Western  Europe. 
About  18  months  ago  they  direct¬ 
ed  staff  members  to  begin  study¬ 
ing  how  and  when  such  action 
would  take  place.  But  the  process 
lost  steam  as  Rankin  came  to  the 
board  several  months  later  and 
reorganized  overseas  operations. 

trustees  also  appointed  39 
missionaries  Oct.  11,  bringing  the 
total  missionary  force  to  4,045.

When  that  ht^)- 
pens,  be  honest  —  not  by  putting 
down  your  husband  but  by  voic¬ 
ing  your  desire  to  have  more  in 
your  marriage.  Don’t  gossip  or 
go  into  detail;  speak  from  your 
hurt  and  need.  Secondly,  nray 
that  his  group  and  the  Holy  ^nnt 
will  open  your  husband’s  eyes. 
Lastly,  be  sqipottive  and  encour¬ 
aging.  This  does  not  mean  you 
are  Us  doormat,  but  remember 
that  you  ate  serving  the  Lord  and 
loving  yourself  at  the  same  time 
when  you  offer  support  and 
encouragement.  When  your  hus¬ 
band  does  something  —  anything 


—  right,  acknowledge  it.  Encour¬ 
age  him  to  attend  his  Promise 
Keepers  meetings,  and  voice 
your  appredation  for  his  willing¬ 
ness  to  do  the  right  thing. 

How  can  I  share  my  faith  on  a 
regular  basis  with  family  mem¬ 
bers  who  live  a  long  distance 
away? 

Use  cards  and  stationery  that 
have  some  form  of  scripture  mes¬ 
sage  or  verse.  This  can  be  less 
offensive  than  writing  the  mes¬ 
sage  or  verse  in  your  own  hand¬ 
writing.  Be  sensitive  to  their 
times  of  need  and  be  there  with  a 
note  or  “happy.”  Keep  up  with 
atmiversaries  of  hurts,  deaths, 
and  spedal  occasions,  and  drop 
them  a  line  on  those  days. 
“Reach  out  and  touch”  them  with 
a  quick  telqjbone  call  to  let  them 
know  you  are  thinking  about 
them.  Ask  them  how  things  are 
going  and  if  they  ask  about  you, 
briefly  share  some  really  great 
thing  that  has  happened.  Don’t 
sermonize  or  main  long  conver¬ 
sation,  but  let  them  talk  as  long 
as  they  are  sharing  their  story.  If 
they  are  avid  readm,  pass  along 
good  books  with  a  note  that  the 
books  might  provide  encourage¬ 
ment.  Going  slow  is  best. 
Encourage  conversation  and 
spend  more  time  listening  than 
talking.  Always  be  available  so 
they  will  know  where  to  turn  in 
time  of  crisis.

Uniform  Bible  Book  Life  and  Work 

Overcoming  reluctance  ^^Uni^ty  in  Christ  ^Living  “straight” 

■  By  Richard  Bradley  By  Raymond  Kolb  By  Roth  Allen 

1  Samuel  9, 10  Ephesians  4  Genesb  6:1  —  8:14 


Ever  been  asked  to  assume  a  position  of  leaxmsibility 
and  leadership  and  felt  less  than  adequate  for  tM  task?  Of 
course  you  have.  We  all  have.  But  this  passage  is  a  vivid 
reminder  to  God’s  people  that  faith  in  God’s  presence  and 
power  can  help  us  to  overcome  a  reluctance  to  lead  or  to  be 
involved  in  God’s  wwk. 

If  you  have  ever  served  on  a  committee  on  committees 
or  a  nominating  committee  in  a  local  diutch  you’ve  no 
doubt  heard  the  words,  “I  can’t  do  that.”  The%  words  rep¬ 
resent  a  committee  member’s  nightmare.  Too  many  Quis- 
tians  are  trusting  what  they  can  do  rather  tiian  what  G^ 
can  do  through  them.  Give  me  a  less  talented  individual 
who  is  willing  to  trust  God  any  day  over  a  more  than  cura¬ 
ble  uxUviduaf  who  does  not  recognize  die  involvement  of 
God  in  the  work  of  the  church. 

God  revealed  to  Samuel  the  man  he  had  selected  to 
be  king  over  Israel  (9:15-17).  These  verses  are  a  clear 
reminder  to  us  that  God  communicates  his  will  to  his  peo¬ 
ple.  Sometimes  we  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  God  desires  to 
be  intimately  involved  in  the  lives  of  his  people.  Therefore, 
when  we  sense  a  certain  distance  between  ourselves  and 
God,  it  was  probably  not  God  who  moved.  In  the  years  of 
my  ministry,  the  most  often  asked  question  of  this  pastor 
has  been,  “How  do  I  know  the  will  of  God  for  my  life?” 
Begin  with  a  basic  assumption  that  God  wants  you  to  know 
his  will  for  your  life  and  is  willing  to  communicate  it  to 
you. 

At  God’s  bidding,  Samuel  anointed  Saul  as  king 
(10:1a).  He  may  not  have  wanted  to,  he  may  not  have 
thought  it  best  for  the  people  to  have  a  king,  but  Samuel 
did  it  anyway  because  this  is  what  God  toM  him  to  do.  life 
would  be  simpler  if  we  did  everything  God  told  us  to  do. 

Beyond  the  lesson  of  Samuel’s  faitiifulness  to  God,  we 
also  learn  from  these  verses  that  God  still  chooses  people 
to  lead  in  his  work.  What  people  do  with  tiie  (^rportun^ 
God  gives  them  to  serve  is  another  matter.  What  we  must 
realize  is  that  God  is  never  wrong.  We  may  not  understand 
his  reasons  for  doing  what  he  does  and  selecting  whom  he 
would,  but  we  must  also  realize  that  he  alone  is  sovereign. 
There  is  nothing  he  does  not  understand  and  tiiete  is  no 
heart  he  does  not  know.  God  has  never  selected  ai^one  to 
serve  in  any  capacity  when  another  choice  would  have 
been  more  appropriate. 

Samuel  called  together  the  tribes  at  Mizpeh  —  Saul 
was  nowhere  to  be  found  (10:20-21).  How  (Efferent  from 
the  Saul  of  the  days  to  come  when  he  demonstrated  his 
willingness  to  hang  onto  the  monarchy  at  any  cost;  even  at 
the  expense  of  David’s  life.  Give  me  this  Saul  any  day! 
Studying  Saul’s  reluctance  to  assume  his  role  as  king  of 
Israel  can  he^)  us  to  overcome  our  reluctance  to  assume 
leadership  responsibilities  in  our  church. 

Who  knows  why  Saul  hid  himself?  He  could  have  been 
shy,  he  could  have  been  frightened  at  the  proqtect  of  being 
long,  be  could  have  felt  less  than  worthy  of  such  a  signal 
honor,  or  he  could  have  been  simply  rebellious.  But  he  hid 
himself  when  the  pec^le  came  lool^g  for  him.  ProUem  is, 
be  couldn’t  hide  himself  from  God  arid  it  was  G<xl  who 
had  chosen  him  to  be  king.  He  could  have  saved  himself  a 
lot  of  trouble  by  just  showing  up  for  the  coronation.  Once 
God’s  will  is  revealed  our  oitiy  logical  course  of  action  is 
to  subordinate  our  will  to  his  own.  Our  will  is  not  always 
his.  But  his  will  and  his  way  is  always  best.  God  knows 
what  he’s  doing.  I  don’t  think  Saul  ever  quite  figured  that 
out.  God  help  us  not  to  miss  this  wonders  truth 

Samuel  publicly  presented  Saul  to  the  people  as  their 
king  (10:22-24).  Digging  through  the  baggage,  the  people 
fou^  their  king.  Ortainly  an  inauspicnous  beginning  for 
this  man  chosen  by  G(xl  to  lead  his  people.  As  Saul  was 
presented  to  the  people.  I’m  sure  they  were  reminded  of 
where  their  loyalties  now  lay.  They  were  now  to  be  loyal  to 
him  as  he  followed  Grxl’s  leadership.  G<xl’s  chosen  leaders 
leserve  our  loyal  support.  They  are  God’s  representatives. 
God’s  leaders  are  not  without  flaws  aixl  often  make  mis¬ 
takes  and  wrong  decisions.  This  is  why  we  must  pray  for 
them  and  constantly  remind  ourselves  that  they  are  human 
like  we  are.  Be  loyal  to  those  whom  Gcxl  has  chosen  and 
he  will  bless  you  for  your  honest  effort.

Paul  has  already  declared  his  tqtostieship  (1:1).  He  has 
stated  God’s  ptnpose  (1:10).  He  has  made  it  dear  that 
believing  Gentil^  are  in  G^’s  plan  and  that  they  and 
believing  Jews  form  the  church,  the  body  of  Chrut.  All  of 
this  is  based  on  God’s  love  aixl  his  grace;  never  on  the 
merit  of  human  beings.  He  has  made  it  clear  that  through 
his  church  (all  saved  people)  G(xl  dans  to  make  his  “pur¬ 
pose  of  the  ages  whiem  he  accompusbed  in  (Thr^  Jesus  our 
Lord”  (3:1 1)  known  to  all  races  and  all  pet^es.  Now  be 
calls  for  unity  of  ^irit  and  effort  to  carry  tl^  out. 

Unity  in  Christ  (w.  l-<0*  Some  of  tte  emphasis  on 
“call”  seems  to  be  lost  in  most  translations.  “I  call  you 
along  to  live  worthily  of  the  calling  to  which  you  were 
called”  (v.  1).  As  a  prisoner  in  Christ  I  want  to  tell  you  that 
you  (the  church)  are  a  called  pe(^le.  Now,  live  worthily  of 
your  calling.  Verses  2-3  meiMioa  some  of  the  qualities 
which  aid  in  keeping  the  unity  Gcxl  wants  in  tus  church. 
They  are  humility,  gentleness,  patience,  bearing  with  (or 
bokUng  up)  one  another,  and  peacefuln^  which  is  a  bond 
helping  to  hold  us  togetter  arid  preserve  the  unity  in  the . 
Spirit. 

Paul  now  lays  down  a  sevenfold  iqipeal,  or  reason,  for 
Christians  tb  practice  the  above  menticxied  qualities  to 
achieve  unity  or  oneness.  There  is  “one  Ixxly.”  It  is  the 
church,  composed  of  all  true  believers  in  Christ  There  are 
irxlividtual  churches,  some  of  which  received  this  letter. 
These  individual  churches  should  strive  for  the  (jualities 
Gcxl  wants  in  the  church.  They  are,  or  should  be,  true  repre¬ 
sentative  parts  of  the  church,  or  the  church  represented  m  a 
given  locality.  There  is  “one  Spirit”  the  Holy  Spirit  who 
makes  it  po^bk  for  the  (diurch  to  fulfill  its  task  of  correct¬ 
ly  representing  (Christ,  its  head,  before  the  world  There  is 
“one  hope.”  You  who  were  callett  arxl  respcxxled  positive¬ 
ly  to  that  call,  have  tire  same  txqre  in  Christ.  You  luve  the 
same  destiny  in  heaven  with  (Zhrist  Surely  this  should  be  a 
reason  for  right  relaticmships  and  a  ^irit  of  loving  unity 
here  and  ix>w. 

There  is  “one  Lord”  Surely  this  refers  to  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Can  I  really  accept  his  lordshq),  accept  him  as 
owner  aixl  controller  of  my  life  while  failing  to  recognize 
other  (Christians  as  having  the  same  relatiot^p  to  him? 
Can  he  be  happy  with  me  if  I  do  not  love  my  brother  in 
(Christ?  Love  one  another.  There  is  “one  faitii.”  Faitii,  or 
trust,  is  the  one  condition  of  salvation.  It  is  an  experie(K:e 
which  all  true  believers  in  Christ  have  in  common. 

There  is  “one  baptism.”  The  language  in  which  the  New 
Testament  was  written  has  two  forms  of  the  same  basic 
word  both  of  which  are  translated  into  English  as  “bap¬ 
tism.”  One  form  refers  to  action,  the  act  of  dipping,  oi 
immersing  in  water.  This  is  an  important  act  of  ote(tience 
to  (Christ  arxl  is  a  declaraticm  of  what  (Christ  has  done  for  us 
aixl  of  the  new  life  we  now  have  in  him.  The  other  form  of 
the  word  is  the  one  used  in  tins  passage.  It  refers  not  to  the 
act  of  immersion,  but  rather  to  the  experience  symbolized 
by  this  act  When  I  trusted  (Christ  as  my  Savior,  I  experi¬ 
enced  what  is  represented  by  the  word  “baptism”  as  used 
here.  Later  I  was  iiiunersed,  symbolizing  what  had  taken 
place  when  I  trusted  (Christ,  llie  e:q)eiieix%  r^rresented  by 
the  word  as  used  here  is  conunon  to  all  (Christians.  It  is 
“one  bqitism,”  though  not  all  are  immersed.  “One  (jcxI  aixl 
Father  of  all”  completes  the  list  (jod  is  so  great  that  we  can 
never  adequately  (kscribe  him,  oex  fully  u^erstand,  but  he 
is  so  loving  arxl  Idixl  that  he  is  accessible  to  the  kast  of  his 
children.  Will  the  day  ever  come  when  we  can  all  live  as 
loving  brothers  and  sisters  in  the  family  of  Cfod  rather  than 
as  squabbling  siblings  who  misrepresent  our  loving  Father 
before  a  lost  world? 

(Christ’s  gifts  bring  unity  to  the  church  (w.  7-13).  The 
(Christ  who  descended  from  heaven  to  earth  captured  sin¬ 
ners  and  made  saints  of  them.  He  returned  to  heaven  but 
has  given  gifts  to  his  followers.  He  wants  to  work  through 
us  to  continue  ciqituting  sinners  and  making  saints  of  them. 
The  gifts  are  varied  —  :qx)stles,  prophets,  evangelists,  and 
teacters.  The  functions  are  varied  so  that  the  whole  body  of 
(Christ  may  function  harmoniously  as  one  b<xly,  mature,  arxl 
compkte.

A  swimming  black  bear  has  a  curious  habit  of  steering  a 
straight  course,  regardkss  of  the  hurdles  that  may  cimfiont 
him.  There  are  many  snakes  that  insist  (m  swimming  in  one 
direction  Observers  in  the  tropics  have  reported  instances 
where  large  swimming  snakes  have  eiKountered  a  canoe: 
arxl  instead  of  cktouring  aroutxl  the  canoe,  they  simply 
slithered  over,  across,  arxl  down  the  other  side.  Some  larxi 
turtles  are  so  ^termined  to  walk  in  a  straight  line  that  they 
will  push  against  a  telephone  pole  all  day,  rather  than  go 
arou^  the  obstacle.  Bears,  snakes,  and  tintles  who  foUow  a 
straight  course  are  simply  responding  to  built-in  instincts 
over  which  there  is  ik>  (xintrol. 

The  ability  to  ch(x>se  one’s  course  in  life  is  the  major 
distinctiem  between  man  aixl  beast.  David,  king  of  Israel, 
prayed  the  following  prayer;  “Lead  me,  O  Lord,  in  thy 
ligteecxisness  because  of  mine  enemies;  make  thy  ways 
straight  before  my  fa(%”  (Psalm  5:8).  David  recognized  his 
(kpendeixe  upon  (fod  to  help  him  walk  a  straight  path  of 
li^eousness.  (}(xl  has  a  master  design  for  the  human  race. 
(3^’s  design  and  cksire  is  that  all  people  know  him  as 
Lord  and  walk  in  straight  paths  of  righteousness.  Noah  is  a 
classic  example  of  one  who  chose  to  live  straight  in  a 
cixxiked  world.  (Christians  would  do  well  to  follow  the 
example  set  by  Noah. 

God  vows  to  destroy  a  sinful  world  (6:5-7).  God 
l(x>ked  at  the  people  be  had  created,  arxl  be  saw  rampanl 
sin.  The  only  exception  was  righteous  Noah  and  his  family. 
When  G<xl  saw  bow  sin  perverted  the  hearts  arxl  minds  of 
earth’s  inhabitants,  he  regretted  having  created  the  human 
race.  The  Lord  vowed  to  wqie  out  the  human  race  and  all 
the  animals.  God  chose  a  flood  to  eradicate  mankind  arxl  all 
other  life  firom  the  eaitii. 

EiKx:h,  one  of  Noah’s  ancestors,  bad  warned  the  people 
about  the  crmseciueix^es  of  sinful  living  (Jude  14-15).  Noah, 
a  preacher  of  li^teiHisness,  had  also  Slivered  a  message 
of  warning  concerning  the  judgment  of  God  (2  Peter  2:5>. 
However,  the  sinful  peimle  of  Noah’s  world  refused  to 
repent,  arxl  (j(xl  eixkd  tm  terrible  era  of  gross  sinfulness. 
Tte  Genesis  passage  of  scripture  vividly  portrays  the  world 
in  which  we  live  today.  Gixl  Is  not  pleased  as  he  looks 
down  upon  a  wicked  arxl  perverse  world. 

Noah  and  his  family  found  grace  in  the  eyes  of  God 
(6:8-9, 7:1-7).  Noah  fouixl  grace  because  he  was  righteous 
in  the  eyes  of  G<xl  arxl  was  commanded  to  build  an  ark. 
Noah  and  his  sons  went  immediately  to  work  and  con¬ 
structed  an  ark  450  feet  long,  75  feet  high,  arxl  45  feet 
wick.  The  ark  was  large  enough  to  hcxise  and  sustain 
Noah’s  family  arxl  animals  for  150  days.  Construction  of 
the  ark  was  no  small  feat  for  Noah  arxl  his  family.  Noah’s 
grcMip  was  safe  and  secxiie  because  be  was  righteous  arxl 
trust^  Gcxl  for  everything.  The  Master  Designer  gave 
Noah  a  design  for  an  ark  of  safety  .'Noah  came  through  the 
flood  because  be  was  obedknt  to  (jod;  be  lived  straight  in  a 
crooked  world. 

The  coral  islands  of  the  Pacific  rise  and  bask  in  the  light 
of  a  trc^c  sim.  Lagcxxis  of  fresh  water  abcxuxl,  while  the 
island  base  is  surrouixfed  by  the  barren,  salty,  angry  waves 
of  the  sea.  Righteous  (Christians  are  compar^le  to  the  fresh 
water,  arxl  th^  who  are  unrighteous  are  comparable  to  the 
salty  sea.  The  rains  fall  firom  heaven,  arxl  the  lagoons  readi¬ 
ly  store  it  to  sustain  life,  while  the  same  pure  rahi  is  diluted 
and  lost  in  the  salty  sea.  Noah  was  a  storehouse  of  right¬ 
eousness;  he  and  1^  family  formed  the  basis  for  a  new  start 
cm  a  new  earth  because  of  their  willingness  to  be  straight  in 
a  perverse  world. 

Noah  reaped  multiple  benefits  for  his  obedience  through 
righteousness.  His  influence  has  been  felt  by  all  who  listen 
and  obey.  He  was  rewarded  by  God  for  Ws  fiuthfulness,  but 
rriost  of  all  he  was  preserved  through  the  flood.  Noah  and 
his  family  had  the  ^stinct  honor  of  perpetuating  the  human 
race  by  the  ^ce  of  Gcxl.  His  family  held  the  unieme  posi¬ 
tion  of  bringing  forth  a  righteous  generation.  All  Christians 
should  seek  to  bring  forth  a  righteous  generation  who  will 
live  straight  in  a  crooked  world.  When  God’s  people  rise 
above  the  sinfulness  of  this  earth  arxl  live  righteous  lives. 
Gcxl  is  then  pleased  with  his  creation.
